The second is that of religion. Without much 
question, there is some backfire against those min- 
isters and organizations which have been busi- 
est in declaring against the Democratic nominee 
because of his religion.

But thoughtful Republicans 
should take notice.

HAVANA (‘(AP)—Prime Minis- 
ter Fidel Castro’s government 
claimed Thursday its - armed 


forces are in hot pursuit of 24 
survivors of a 27-man invasion 
force from the United States 
which landed near the eastern tip 
of Cuba. U.S. policy directors 
were blamed for the incursion. 


A communique of the Armed 
Forces Ministry said militiamen 
intercepted the invaders soon 
after the landing at Navas Bay, 
killed their leader and captured 
two others. 


The leader, Armentino Feria, 
was described as a former cap- 
tain in the private army of ex- 
Sen. Rolando Masferrer, a once- 
powerful figure in the Fulgencio 
Batista regime who is now a refu- 
gee in the United States. 


A spokesman for the prime 
minister's office said Castro, who 
is in Havana, regards the landing 
as ‘‘of very little importance.” 


Navas Bay is on the north shore 
of Oriente Province, the cradle of 
Castro's revolution, between the 
mining town of Moa and historic 
Baracoa, where Diego de Valaz- 
quez founded the first white set- 
tlement in Cuba in 1511-12.

State attorneys sought Thursday 
the dismissal of a new suit against’ 
the 1958 “‘unpledged elector” law 
on the grounds that it may en- 
danger absentee voting rights of 
military personnel. 


Attorneys for Secretary of State 
Ben W. Fortson Jr. raised the 
question in a motion to dismiss 
the suit brought in Fulton Supe- 
rior Court by Atlanta attorney 
Henry M. Henderson. 


The motion was argued  Thurs- 
day afternoon before Judge Lu- 
ther Alverson, who had also heard 
an earlier suit by Henderson 
which had the same purpose. 


Both sides agreed to submit 
briefs setting out their positions 
on the case by Monday. 

Judge Alverson said he hopes 
to pass on the new suit “at least 
by next Thursday or Friday.” 


Deputy assistant attorneys gen- 
eral Donald Payton and Paul 
Rodgers argued that if Georgia’s 
159 ordinaries have to wait until 
Henderson’s suit is ruled on be- 
fore they start preparing ballots, 
it may delay mailing of ballots to 
military personnel. 


And, they added, if the ballots 
are late in reaching servicemen 
by mail, this may cause the bal- 
lots to be returned late to the 
ordinaries and not in time to 
count in the November general 
election. 


They argued the suit should be 
dismissed under a legal principle 
which says that “when due to 
delay, intervening right of inno- 
cent third parties will be jeopar-

Without adding another lane, Atlanta 
can increase the capacity of its express- 
ways 50 per cent, three state and city 
officials said Wednesday. 

The way to do this is to improve 
driving habits. 

The three officials (Samm Allison of the 
State Highway Dept. Ray Nixon and 
Karl Bevins, the city’s construction and 
traffic bosses) didn’t just dream this up. 
They reached their conclusion after a 
lengthy study of expressways, drivers and 
driver habits. The study confirmed in 
fact what almost everybody who drives 
on the expressways has long suspected. 

Allison, Nixon and Bevins said that 
just plain good driving will “speed up 
the flow of vehicles, add to safety and at 
the same time enable the expressway to 
accommodate more vehicles.” 


We agree. Then they said, “We know 
we will have cooperation from the pub- 
lic.” We'll see. 

Expressway driving is supposed to be 
50-mile-an-hour driving. It calls for 
quite different habits and rules than in- 
city or even highway driving. Yet there 
have been few attempts to indoctrinate 
drivers with the new hazards and the new 
methods. 

We hope Nixon, Allison and Bevins 
can somehow get their rulebook on ex- 
pressway driving circulated to the thou- 
sands of Atlanta drivers who need it. We 
hope other agencies will help. 

It’s surely about time we made our ex- 
pressways safer—even if it’s only a by- 
product of making them more effective.

Spiritual faith should bring joy into a 
person’s life. It should offer a deep and satis- 
fying contentment. It should bring an inner 


peace which overflows into our daily lives and transforms with 
a heavenly blessing our homes, our work and all of life’s ap- 


pointments. 

This much high religion prom- 
ises and all of this has been 
found by multitudes of faithful 
people. 

But no religious faith that 
is worth the time of day ever 
guaranteed that the spiritual 
life would be free from trials 
or without disciplines, require- 
ments and the need for sacri- 
fices. 


What I am suggesting here is 
vividly illustrated in the so- 
called hard sayings of Jesus. 
They seem to flow against the 
current of our human nature. 
Furthermore, they do not, at the 
popular level of experience, 
seern to make sense. 

Among several hard say- 
ings are the following: ‘‘Who- 
soever is angry with his broth- 
er without a cause shall be in 
danger of the judgment.” “If 
thy right eye offend thee, 
pluck it out, ‘and cast it from 
thee."’ ““‘Whosoever shall smite 
thee on thy right cheek, turn 
to him the other also.” “If any 
man will sue thee at the law, 
and take away thy coat, let him 
have thy cloak also.”” ‘“‘Whoso- 
ever shall compel thee to go a 
mile, go with him twain.” “‘Love 
your enemies, bless them that 
curse you, do good to them that 


hate you, and pray for them 
which despitefully use you, and 
persecute you.” 

All of these are from the in- 
comparably challenging Sermon 
on the Mount. But there are 
many more similar teachings— 
hard sayings — including the 
requirement that we take up our 
crosses daily and follow Christ. 

Why did Jesus make such 
commands to us?

Johnson’s campaign 
call for about six weeks of trav- 
el in 23 states. 


‘I think I can safely give him 
priority for that length of time 
before getting back to my job 
of being Mama," Lady Bird said 
with a smile. ‘The girls ‘Lyn- 
da Bird, 16, and Lucy Baines, 13) 
are getting expert care at our 
Washington home while we're 
away.” 


FULL OF DRAMA 


Here to officiate at festivities 
honoring Georgia's Homemaker 
of the Year, Mrs. Johnson re- 
ports the current campaign has 
been “full of drama. packed 
with pictures I'll carry in my 
mind forever.’’ In addition to 
meeting people throughout the 
country, Lady Bird keeps close 
personal contact with the pub- 
lic through the mail. She de- 
votes many hours each week 
to personally reading and an- 
swering hundreds of letters. 

The letters—from people in 
all walks of life in all parts 
of the nation—are a major source 
of varied information and in- 
terest,” Mrs. LBJ observed.

Ached for Home 


Autumn was coming to Georgia. 
Exhausted from summer’s Armageddon, men 


women shared the 
“atliees aster te teas 


promise that he would live out 
the year. Willy, his 9%-year-old 
namesake, had died of typhoid 
shortly after the fall of Vicksburg 
—Willy whom Sherman’s associ- 
ates well remembered, dressed in 
a boy’s uniform, with sergeant’s 
stripes, walking beside his father 
at dress parade. 


Light and song had for the 
moment been extinguished in 
Tecumseh's life, and his friends 
wished with a nameless impo 
téncy that they could comfort 
this distant, hard-bitten man. 


BACK TO ROUTINE 


While the Union armies rested 
and prepared for their winter 
campaign by salting great quan- 
tities of beef and accumulating 
stores of ammunition, the people 
gradually picked up the threads 
of their former lives. Some com- 
posed poems to assuage their 
heavy hearts: 


Take O take back Atlanta, now 
marred by shells 


Of the Foe who possess and 
destroy; 


O we then shall be free midst 
the ringing of bells, 


We will sound loud our proud 
nation’s joy. 

The song became popular in 
the privacy of Southern parlors 
and by late fall had multiplied 
into uncounted stanzas. 


President Jefferson Davis paid 
a visit to Macon and later Hood’s 
headquarters at Palmetto. Major 
Hubner of Illinois was shocked 
at some soldiers, ‘“‘almost mutin- 
ous,’’ refusing to listen to speeches 
as they cried: 

DAVIS LOST REASON?

Sherman, who followed the daily 
developments in the camps of his 
enemy through spy reports and 
by the accounts in the Southern 
newspapers, commented: 

“Davis seemed to be perfectly 
upset by the fall of Atlanta and 
to have lost all sense and reason.

WINTER CHANGES TEMPO 


Fall drew to a close and the 
days shortened. Troops huddled 
around campfires at night. Heavy 
coats and blankets were issued 
by quartermasters. 


Winter was coming. 


Outside of Atlanta, the refugees 
wondered whether to continue 
south or belatedly accept the Fed- 
eral offer of transportation north. 
Georgia newspapers printed ap- 
peals for food and clothing. Rela- 
tives of the homeless could barely 
subsist themselves. They could 
not help. 


Sherman received Hood’s per- 
mission to attempt to alleviate 
another problem of humanity— 
the infested prison camp at An- 
dersonville. The Confederate Gen-

RURAL DESOLATION 


The countryside around Atlanta 
presented a poignant scene of 
desolation. 


“Many trees had fallen by the) 
army-woodsman’s ax,” as young 
Noble Williams saw it, “and -those 
left standing were but the shat- 
tered remnants of their former 
selves, for cannonball, shell and | 
Minie had vied with each other | 
in their attempts at relieving the 
mighty oaks and pines of their 
limbs and trunks. The woods and 
fields were strewn with the car- 
casses of dead and decaying ani- 
mals, most of which had per- 
formed valuable service, but be- 
coming disabled were shot or left 
to die of starvation, and the sick- 
ening stench of their dead bodies 
attracted numbers of buzzards 
which fattened on the dead and 
decaying remnants of war. Many 
hungry and half wild dogs made 
night hideous with their howling, 
and frightened the women and 
children greatly, as they could 
be seen at almost any hour daily 
running wildly about the streets, 
seemingly seeking whom they 
might devour 


As November approached word 
reached Atlanta that General G. 
T. Beauregard, supplanting Hood 
in executive favor, was actually 
giving orders to the Army of Ten- 
nessee. According to De B. Ran- 
dolph Keim, a correspondent for 
the New York Herald, “the new 
commander opened his campaign 
in a proclamatory denunciation 
of everything in sight, sparing no 
terms in chastisement of the in- 
vaders and spending the balance 
of his effort in an appeal to honor 
stimulated by horrors of all kinds, 
Hincluding rape, arson and other 
sorts in stock to reignife the slum- 
bering enthusiasm of the southern 
people. 


Sherman, unimpressed by ora- 
tory, was endeavoring to convince 
Grant at City Point, Virginia, of 
the necessity for ravaging Georgia 
by a march to the sea: 


“Until we can repopulate Geor- 
gia, it is useless to occupy it, 
but the utter destruction of its 
roads, houses and people will 
cripple their military resources.”

Americans need not go into a state of shock over 
the demand of a slight majority of the British Labor 
party for unilateral nuclear disarmament, withdrawal 
from NATO, and renunciation of ties with the United 


States. 


The idea is shocking enough. | 


Its effect, however, is to insure 
rather than threaten Britain's cur- 
rent policy, since it insures that 
the Labor party will not come to 
power. The schizophrenic section 
of the party has now. made itself 
too dangerous for that. 


Hugh Gaitskell, party leader 
who is responsible to Labor mem- 
bers of Parliament rather than to 
the party conference where. the 
vote was taken, appeared to have 
won his fight for sanity after the 
Paris summit conference blew up. 
But the left-wingers came surging 
back. Party policy remains un- 
changed as long as Gaitskell re- 
tains support of the Parliament 
members. 


There are many interests in- 
volved. One is the belief by some 
that a neutral Britain could 
escape annihilation if a nuclear 
war develops. 


NEUTRAL LEADER? 


Another is the belief by some 
that Britain could make itself the 
leader of the neutral forces which 
they see attempting to organize 
their strength in the United Na- 
tions, giving them a sufficient 
voice to be a deterrent against 
any military adventures by the 
United States or the Soviet 
Union. 


Another is simply a long-stand- | 4® 
ing effort of the left-wingers to 
find an issue on which they could 
carry their fight for control of the 
party. 


ELECTION WIN OUT 


For this purpose, the left-wing 
unions joined together. They prob- 
ably represent just about all the 
strength there is in Britain for 
ideas of this type. 


For as long as they hold this 
position, they make it practically 
impossible for Gaitskell and his 
more conservative supporters to 
carry an election against the Con- 
servative party. 


The action of the left-wingers, 
however ineffective it may be, is 
nevertheless a comfort to Soviet 
Premier Khrushehey. It is one of 
the things he has been attempt- 
ing to promote through the inter-| N 
national Communist effort to heal 
its century-old rift with the 
world’s Socialists. 

NOT ALL RED 


The neutrality resolution was 
carried by representatives of 3,- 
303,000 union members, against 
2,896,000. A good guess would be 
that the winners also incorporate 
just about all the Communist 
sentiment there is in Britain, al- 
though by no means all of the 
neutralists deserve the Red tag. 


The hard core at the center of 
the movement is, however, an ex-

Foreclosing 
On Homes 


Increases 


NEW YORK (® — A bank sur- 
vey showed Thursday that the 
rates of delinquencies and fore- 
closures on home mortgages dur- 


ing June and July were higher 
than the previous June and July. 


The Mortgage Finance Com- 
mittee of the American Bankers 
Association reported that June 
and July foreclosures on conven- 
tional home mortgages were 51.8 
per cent above the same two 
months of 1959. For FHA and VA 
mortgages the rise was 31.2 per 
cent. 


RATES PER 1,000 


However, the survey which cov- 
ered about 30 per cent of the 
commercial bank mortgage hold- 
ings in the country, shows the 
rate of foreclosures per 1,000 
home mortgages is .39 for the 
conventional type and .37 for FHA 
and VA types. 


Delinquencies for the same two 
months were up 5.5 per cent for 
conventional home mortgages and 
7.7 per cent for FHA and VA 
types over the previous June and 
July. There were 8.4 delinquen- 
cies for every 1,000 conventional 
home mortgages and 5.7 for every 
1,000 FHA or VA home loans.
